On Thursday, March 10, 2011, Internal Affairs Investigators Sergeant Kelly Adler, Victor 
Allen and Lieutenant Alicia Ault responded to the city of Lakewood regarding an on-duty 
hit shooting which resulted in the injury of Douglas Channing, M/B 23. Attorney Bita Shasty 
of the Office of Independent Review was notified and responded. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On March wood Station Deputies received a radio call of a di 
involving ү wherein ‘he I was in her vehicle and оа 
was jumping оп her саг, refusing to let her leave. Deputy Herrera, who had a Volunteer 
tide-a-long in his vehicle, was being assisted by Deputy Fernandez on the call. Deputies 
Herrera and Fernandez coordinated with one another via their radios, and responded to 
the location from their respective areas. Deputy Herrera, who arrived seconds before 
Deputy Fernandez, saw a female (hereafter referred to as Witness [ID sitting in her 
car, which was facing Eastbound. A male (hereafter referred to as Suspect Douglas) was 
standing outside of the vehicle on the driver's side. As Deputy Herrera exited his vehicle, 
suspect Douglas began to retreat toward the rear of the vehicle as he placed his left hand 
behind his back. Deputy Herrera un-holstered his weapon and pointed it at Suspect 
Douglas. Seconds later, Deputy Fernandez arrived and, while un-holstering his weapon, 
took a position near Deputy Herrera. Both deputies ordered Suspect Douglas to show his 
hands, however, he refused to comply. Suspect Douglas, who was standing at the trunk 
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of the vehicle began reaching for his waistband as he turned suddenly. Believing Suspect 
Douglas was about to retrieve a handgun from his waistband, Deputy Herrera fired four 
rounds from his duty weapon. Also believing Suspect Douglas was about to retrieve a 
handgun from his waistband, Deputy Fernandez fired three rounds from his duty weapon. 
Suspect Douglas was struck in the abdomen and right hand. No deputies were injured. 
No handguns were recovered at the scene. Suspect Douglas was transported to a local 
hospital for treatment of his injuries. 


Prior to the shooting, Suspect Douglas arrived at Witness J house intoxicated and 
without invitation or notice. Witness Г attempted to leave to avoid an argument or 
altercation. As she was entering her car to drive away, she told Suspect Douglas she was 
calling the police. Suspect Douglas told Witness Шш. if the called the police, һе 
would act like he had a gun so she would have to watch him being shot by the police. 


Homicide Detectives filed two counts of 148PC - Resisting a Peace Officer. Suspect 
Douglas was scheduled to appear in Bellflower Court on July 19, 2011; however, on that 
date, an arrest warrant was issued for him. For further information, see Detective 
Salerno’s supplemental report and Misdemeanor Complaint on pages 168 thorough 171 
of the Homicide Book [Exhibit A]. 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 


At the time IAB Investigators arrived, personnel from Scientific Services Bureau were іп 
the process of surveying the scene and collecting evidence. However, the scene, in it’s 
entirety, was described in detail by Homicide Sergeants Anderson and Okada, as noted 
on pages 94 through 110 of the Homicide Book [Exhibit A].

FOLLOW-UP INTERVIEWS CONDUCTED BY IAB INVESTIGATORS: 


On May 18, 2011, Deputy Michael Herrera was interviewed by IAB Investigators Kelly 
Adler and Victor Allen. Attorney Audra Call of Green and Shinee, counsel for ALADS, was 
present for the interview, which took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The purpose of 
the interview was to ask questions regarding subject matter not covered during Deputy 
Michael Herrera’s interview with Homicide Detectives. The following is a summary of 
Deputy Herrera’s statement: 


Deputy Herrera clarified that when he initially detained Suspect Douglas at gunpoint, there 
was approximately ten to fifteen feet between them. He said at t i Deputy 
Fernandez was just arriving. Deputy Herrera also clarified that Witness vehicle 
had been moved approximately ten feet forward after the shooting incident. Deputy Herrera 
said he had his flashlight with him at the time of the incident and it was on. Deputy Herrera 
said he was not carrying a Stunbag Shotgun the night of the incident. At the time of his 
interview with IAB Investigators, he was unsure if he had a Taser with him. He said if he 
had a Taser he would have logged it. 


IAB Note: A check of Deputy Herrera’s Deputy Daily Worksheet (DDWS) 
revealed he did not log a Taser on the date of the incident. For further 
information, see DDWS [Exhibit C]. 


Deputy Herrera clarified that prior to Deputy Fernandez crossing in front of him, he was told 
to lower his weapon as he was crossing into his field of fire. Deputy Herrera also clarified 
that he was aware of his surroundings and his backdrop when he fired his weapon. Deputy 
Herrera was shown the photocopy of the crime scene sketch and (5) photos [Exhibit D] 
which were taken from [Exhibit B] as a means for him to depict his location(s) and those 
of his partner and Suspect Douglas. Photocopies of [Exhibit D] have also been placed with 
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Deputy Herrera’s transcribed interview. 


On May 19, 2011, Deputy Victor Fernandez was interviewed by IAB Investigators Kelly 
Adler and Victor Allen. Attorney Audra Call of Green and Shinee, counsel for ALADS, was 
present for the interview, which took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau. The purpose of 
the interview was to ask questions regarding subject matter not covered during Deputy 
Michael Herrera’s interview with Homicide Detectives.

Deputy Fernandez clarified that when he was given the assist on the call, he coordinated 
it with Deputy Hernandez because the handling unit was not readily available. He said 
when he arrived, Deputy Herrera was already at the location. Deputy Fernandez said he 
exited his radio car and noted that Witness 2s in his line of fire so he moved to 
another position, which was next to Deputy Herrera and his radio car. Wanting to move to 
another position, Deputy Fernandez warned Deputy Herrera that he was aboutto cross over 
him and told Deputy Herrera to lower his weapon so he would not be in any crossfire. Once 
Deputy Herrera lowered his weapon, Deputy Fernandez crossed over and took his chosen 
position. 


Deputy Fernandez said his weapon jammed during the shooting incident. He believed it 
somehow it double-fed. He said his weapon was returned to him by Scientific Services 
Bureau with no known deficiencies. Deputy Fernandez said he was not carrying his 
flashlight with him when the incident occurred. He siad he was not sure if he was in 
possession of a Stunbag Shotgun or a Taser on the night of the incident, but either item 
would have been logged in his DDWS if he were in possession of either item. 


IAB Note: A check of Deputy Fernandez’ DDWS revealed he did not loga 
Stunbag Shotgun or a Taser on the night of the incident. For further 
information, see Deputy Fernandez’ DDWS [Exhibit Е].
